NEW YORK (AP) - Scientists 
nd children,, and people of all 
ccupations and ages, joined ' in 
ommon celestial cause this morn- 
n—hoping for clear skies to see 
n eclipse of the sun. 
The rendezvous of moon and 
un will be visible during after- 
loon hours throughout the con- 
inental United States, but with 
he moon covering only part ol 
he glowing disc. 


Only in a 60-mile-wide 
swath 


hrough Alaska and Maine will the 
eclipse be total1, with day turning 
o night and! stars popping out, 
with comets possibly becoming vis 
ble in their flirtations with the 
iun. 
» 


There, with an array of careful- 


y tuned instruments, hundreds of 
astronomers and other scientists 
waited aground for the rare, op- 
portunity to analyze the sun's 
Jearly halo or corona, its temper- 
atures and changing structure, the 
jcnding of starlight passing close 
to the sun, the airglow, and other 
phenomena. 


Racing eastward 
in airplanes 


with the moon's swift shadow, 
American and Canadian scientists 
will extend their time in the total 
eclipse by up to 44 seconds. 
Aground, the eclipse will be total 
for about 100 seconds in Alaska to 
about one minute in Maine. 


Rocket scientists will be busy, 


too,, firing instrumented 
rockets 


from Canadian and U.S. launching 
sites to measure changes in the 
ionosphere, the electrified layer 
high in the earth's atmosphere, an 
for special observations at great 
height of the sun's spectrum 
when the sun first is obscured 
and then cleared.

dawn, and the path of totality 
then sweeps about 10,000' miles in 
2 and % hours. It zips across the 
Pacific to touch Alaska late in the 
morning, Alaska time, then across 
Canada and into Maine at about 
4:45 p.m., EST. 


Maine expected! a heavy influx 


of visitors, hoping to see the sun- 
light cut to one-millionth of its 
normal intensity, and such phe- 
nomena as Baily's Beads, the last 
flashes of the sun shining through 
valleys and gorges on the moon's 
rim, and — when the sun is totally 
covered — possibily the licking 
tongues of great outbursts of in- 
candescent gases—the solar prom- 
inences. 


For everyone outside the lucky 


zone, it will still be an interesting 
show,, with the moon gradually 
blocking part of the sun's face up 
to some point short of total, then 
moving clear. Skies will dim a bit 
where the eclipse is great enough.

The mother testified Thursday

Beot Kennedy 
Move m South 
Not Strong 


EDITOR'S NOTE — In an at- 


tempt to block President Ken- 
nedy's re-election, some South- 
ern Democrats arc promoting an 
unpledged 
elector 
movement. 


Their object is to have the House 
of Representatives select the next 
President. The Associated Press 
surveyed the South to see how 
the movement is taring. The find- 
ings arc the subject of (he follow- 
ing story by Jack Bell,, AP politi- 
cal writer.

WASHINGTON (AP) — An un- 


pledged elector movement aimed 
at- forcing the choice of the next 
president by (he House of Rep 
rettentatives appears to be wither- 
ing on the political vine in Dixie. 


An Associated Press survey1 of 


11 Southern states indicates that 
in only three — Mississippi, Ala- 
bama ttnd South Carolina — does 
there appear to be any significant 
possibility that major party nom- 
inees might be denied electoral 
votes. 


Even if the sum total of 25 elec- 


toral votes of the three states were 
withheld — which doesn't seem 
likely—the action would be ef- 
fective only i/ the next election 
provided the closest electoral vote 
outcome since the Wilson-Hughes 
contest of 1961. Woodrow Wilson 
won the presidency by a margin 
of 23 electoral votes. 


Under 
the 
Constitution, the 


House selects the president only 
if none of the candidates receives 
a majority of the electoral votes. 
If the House renders the verdict 
each state delegation casts a sin- 
gle vote, regardless of the state's 
size. 


Despite the closeness of the 


popular 
vote 
results 
in 
I960 


President Kennedy still would 
have been elected if the 25 had 
been lopped off his 303 electoral 
vote total. Election in 1964 will 
require a minimum of 270 elec- 
toral votes. 


Govs. Ross Barnett of Missis- 


sippi and' George Wallace of Ala- 
bama have been promoting the 
independent elector scheme as a 
means of defeating Kennedy's bid 
for re-election. 


But Democratic politicians out- 


side their states — and some 
within WalTaces's — are wary of 
bolting. Republicans, hopeful of 
collecting some Southern electoral 
votes for their party's! nominee, 
don't like the move. 


Here is how the situation shapes 


up oh a state by state basis: 


Mississippi — The unpledged 


elector movement, supported by 
Barnett, appears likely to be suc- 
cessful1 if the Republicans choose 
a liberal candidate. 


Under state law, party conven- 


tions could put both loyalist and 
uninstructed delegations on the 
ballot of a primary to be. held 
after 
the national conventions 


nominate their presidential can- 
didates. The delegation which J'ost 
would be drooped from the gen- 
eral election ballot. It could peti- 
tion its way onto that ballot, but 
could not use the parly emblem. 


Mississippi gave its nine elec- 


toral votes to the States Rights 
ticket headed bv Strom Thurmond 
in 1948. Its eight unpledged elec- 
tors voted! for Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd, D-Va., in 1960. 


Alabama—Wallace has urged 


Dixie Democrats to join in a 
movement he says can keep ei- 
ther major party candidate from 
getting a majority of electoral 
votes. He said this would1, "cre- 
ate compounded confusions from 
which we can pain some meaning- 
ful concessions." 


Despite Wallace's stand, Sens. 


John Sparkman and1 Lister Hill 
are expected to support the na- 
tional' Democratic ticket, as are 
several House members. 


Alabama gave its 11 electoral 


votes to the 1948 States Rights 
ticket. It snlit its 1960 votes, giv- 
ing Kennedy five and Sen. Harry 
F. Bvrd, D-Va., six. 


South Carolina — E. P. Riley

chairman, 


thinks it's too early to predict

dent Kennedy moved into the* 
White House. In that time he has 
consistently followed a policy of 
trying to get along with Congress. 
This is ah exact duplicate of 
President Eisenhower's policy ancf 
the exact opposite of that of 
Presidents Roosevelt and Truman 
who tried to get along until they 
got mad. 


In Kennedy's case trying to get 


along with a Congress run by his 
own Democrats has meant avoid- 
ing fights with .members of the 
House an'd Senate even when they 
ignored his pleas and his pro' 
grams.

The result has been less than 


all-out fighting, ton his part, for 
what he asked. He has reserved 
his get-t«JUgh tactics for problems 
outside 
Congress, 
particularly 


when they rheant big domestic 
crises. 


When the governors of Missis- 


sippi and Alabama defied federal 
coUri orders to let Negroes into 
their state universities, Kennedy 
used troops t& back up the courti 
and brush the governors aside. 


And he Used the prestige of the 


presidency—by denouncing them 
—to forte the sCeeMriakers to with- 
draw a p^ice increase when they 
trfed to effect 'one contrary to his 
understanding that they wouldn't. 


Ahdl in the foreign field Kennedy 


got about as tough as a President 
cah gtft, since defiance might 
have meant war, when hie told 
Premier Khrushchev to get his 
missiles out of Cuba. Khrushchev 
melted. 


But Kennedy hasn't been that 


way with Congress. 


He proposed' medical care for 


this 
aged and 
made a total of 


one speech for it. The American 
Medical Association led the fight 
against it and Congress did noth- 
ing-He asked for federal1 aid to pub- 
lic' schools. Congress did' nothing 
arid Kennedy didn't try to knock 
any heads together. 
' He asked for a tax cut. Judging 
from the way Congress is going, 
that, too, may land in the ash bin. 


In nine of these three instances 


did Kennedy or Congress show 
signs of feeling pursued by a 
sense of urgency or danger or the 
unpredictable if nothing was done. 
Individuals might suffer from in- 
action, but there was no concern 
about explosions. 


The older people weren't going 


to riot in the street, the schools 
weren't going to close, and! the 
economy wasn't goinj* to collapse 
if taxes weren't reduced 


But it is different now Nvith Ne- 


groes' demands for equal) tHeat- 
menfc, and Kennedy's proposal to 
Congress to pass a law to protect 
their civil rights! 
; Now Kennedy is confronted with 
a critical problem which may be- 
come a crisis and truly involves 
Congress, for what will happen if 
Congress doesn't act, 'or simply 
passes a half-baked bill, is defi- 
nitely unpredictable. 


Kennedy has shown—in his pub- 


lic speeches, his broadcast to the 
nation1, his news conference re- 
marks and his civil rights mess- 
age to Congress—that he is aware 
of the militant mood of Negroes 
and its implicit dangers if frus- 
trated1.

Even so he became aware late. 


He didn'fc send! his big civiJ rights 
message to Coneress until Ne- 
groes through their demonstra- 
tions forced upon the country's 
consciousness their determination 
to get equal treatment at last. 


But it isn't clear yet that Con 


gress feels the same sense of ur- 
gency he no\v exhibits. There

from his own

the most intense opnosition of his 
30. months as President.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Merrill 


L. Pofoskey. biologist for 
fhe 


Michigan 
Conservation 
Depart- 


ment, said today restrictive hunt- 
ing regulations have been neces- 
sary because drought has cut the 
supply as such species as mal- 
lards, black ducks, canvasbacks 
and redheads. 


He told a House Merchant Ma- 


rine Subcommittee that, without 
long range consideration, it is pos- 
sible that waterfowl may be re- 
duced to levels that might pre- 
clude hunting. 


During the past several years, 


Petoskey said, some states have 
been putting pressure on the Fish 
and Wildlife Service to liberalize 
seasons and bag limits for hunt- 
ing waterfowl. 


"This is being clone," he said, 


"in spite of the critically low lev- 
els in populations of several major 
species, caused by deterioration of 
breeding habitat from drought." 


Petoskey said hunters from his 


state do not like short seasons and 
smaller bag limits any better than 
others.
